Any ,degp draft steamer requiring. to 
cross the ‘at night, may, by making 
application to the Officer-in-charge of the 
Woosung Station, arrange to have a light 
hoisted on the Signal Staff, to show when 
there is water enough for hor to cross.

‘Tax publication of the North-China Herald 
and Supreme Court § Consular Gasette 
commenced at 6 P.M. 
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RETROSPECT OF 1871. 


Gesera ‘The great event of the year has 
been the completion of telegraphic com- 
munication between China ‘and England, 
‘The line from Shanghai to Hongkon 
was completed on the 18th April; an 
that from Hongkong to Singapore on 
the 8rd June. The first through tele- 
gram was received by ourselves on that 
day, (N.-O. H., 6th Jane), A branch 
line from Hongkong to Saigon was 
completed in July. A cable between 
Shanghai and Nagasaki was success 
fully laid in August, and connexion 
between the latter port and Vladivos- 
tock was established in September ; so 
that we are now in instantaneous com- 
munication with London, by two differ- 
ent rontes. 

‘The news of the actual arrival of the 
telegraph seems to have excited some 
curiosity in the minds of the native 
officials. The Tartar General of Canton 
examined the instruments with atten- 
tion during a visit to Hongkong; and 
the Viceroy of the Two Kiang had a 
special wire laid from one point to ano- 
ther, at the Arsenal, so that he might 
be able to examine the wonderful in- 
vention privately, during his late visit 
to Shangbai. “Both officials showed 
interest and appreciation ; and we hope 
their experience may tend to remove 
the prejudice with which electricity, 
like every other novelty, has been hi- 
therto regarded in Chine. 

We recorded last year the travels of 
Mr. Moss under the auspices of the 
Hongkong Chamber of Uommerce, in 
Kwantung and Kwangsi, and those 
of Baron von Richtofen under the aus- 
picos of the Shanghai Chamber, in 
Hunan, Hupeh, Honan and Shansi. 
Mr. Moss’ report had not then been 
printed, and we had only a brief outline 
of his journey before us, The pam- 
phlet eventually laid before the public 
proved replete with interest and in- 
formation. (N.C. H., Feby. 8) A 
picture was disclosed of poverty, law- 
lessness and misgovernment in the in- 
terior of Kwantung and of Kwangsi, 
which had hardly been suspected. 

Baron Richtofen, whose explorations 
were interrupted by the excitement 
which followed the Tientsin massacre 
in 1870, returned to China last year, 
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and has coiitributed an interesting aud 
valuable réport on the province of Obe- 
keang and Anhwei, (N-U.H., Sept. 15.) 
He subsequently set out for the North- 
west provinces of Chiua, so we may 
probably anticipate very shortly ano- 
ther interesting paper, on this region. 

The most noticeable changes that we 
yeniember in the diplomatic corps at 
Peking, are the appointment of Mr. 
Wade as Minister for Great Britain, 
instead of Sir R. Alcock, aud the arrival 
of the Chevalier Calice as Minister for 
Austria, M, Viongally has returned 
from leave and taken up his post as 
Minister for Russia, M. Anneke has 
taken charge of the Prussian Legation 
during the absence of Baron von Reh- 
faes; and the departure for Europe of 
Baron vou Roodenbeek leaves the Bel- 
gian Ministry, for the present, unfilled. 
The sad death of Mr. Markham, in 
September last, left a vacancy inthe 
British Consulate at Shanghai, which 
has since been filled by Mr. Davenport. 

In the Settlement itself, we have uo 
startling changes to record. The Vo- 
luntecr Force is kept up, and turned 
out frequently for exercise during the 

ear ist skirmishing drill or sham 

ights in’ the open country, during the 
cool weather; forstreotfighting by night 
during the beat of summ: he mus- 
ters are of course not so large as they 
were immediately after the Tientsin 
excitement; but they are sufficient to 
yermit pleasant and’ useful drill. The 
Biro Brigade has grown in strength 
and in organisation, and now comprises 
seven Kugines, besides two Hook and 
Ladder Companies and a Salvage Corps. 

‘Tho various public compauies have 
increased in prosperity during the year, 
and give every sign of healthy and 
permauent business. Aun uuhealthy 
speculation iv tho share market has 
heen followed by severe reaction, in- 
volving loss and embarrassment, Bub 
the fluctuation has beenin the “market,” 
and not iu tho real, value of shares. 
A now Company, “the Shavghai and 
Hongkew Wharf,” embodying the 
wharves before known as the Hongkew 
aud Olyphant’s, bas been formed, aud 
has taken rank as a favourite: invest- 
ment. 

‘Lhe old Soochow Creek Bridge still 
spans thecaual from which it derives its 
name, and toll is still levied on a tr: 
sit which should be as free us au ordi 
uary roadway. Hulf of the new iron 
bridge is up; but the sudden subsid- 
ence of two of its supports into the soft 
mud, checked its completion. New 
means ave being devised for its sapport. 
Another iron bridge, erected by th 
Couneil over the Hongkew Creek, is 
Jittle moresuccessful. It hasbeen put up, 
cortainly; butisugly,and inconvoniently 
arched. Various improvements have 
been made in other respects in the Set- 
tlemont ; voads have been defined aud 
planted with trees, on tho old Raco 
Course; the Defence Creek has been 
cleaned ont and rendered again navi- 
gabie; the Bund in: front of the Club 
has been extended. The question of 
widening streets aud of continuing 
roads throngh portions of the Chinese

Improvements in 
this direction are much needed. Se- 
veral new buildings have been erected

‘Asiatic Society, the Library <and the 
Debating Society have their habitation, 
on a piece of ground given by H. M.

Consulate. Arangeof new foreign houses 
has been built in ‘the -stead of Chinese 
houses, near the Soochow Creek end of 
Szechuon Road, audtwo new hongs have 
been erected on the French Bund. Al- 
together the settlement has improved, 
aud there is prospect of continued pro- 
gress. How far off the period may be, 
we cannot hazard a guess; bat it is safe 
to predict that, one day, Shanghai is 
destined to be a place of commerce 
second to none in the East. In the 
meantime, our Mauicipal Councilsshould 
keep this future clearly in view. 
local railway aud the opening of the 
Upper Yaugtsze will go far to double 
its importance and population. 
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Summary of Hews, 





‘The French mail of November 2th ar- 
rived last Thursday, as we were going to 
Press. 

The American mail of January Ist ar- 
rived on the 13th inst. 

‘The English mail of the 29th Decomber 
left Hongkong on the 12th inst, 

‘The English Parliament was opened on 
the Gth February. The Queen’s speech 
promises to stop the slave trade in the 
South Seas; says Foreign relations are 
isfactory, and desires that the Alabama 
arbitration should continue on a basis ac- 
ceptable to the nation, Much uneasiness 
has prevailed in regard to the course of the 
arbitration ; but latest accounts are re- 
assuring, ‘The majority of the American 
papers predict a compromise, and consider 
that war is impossible. In the American 
Senate, the question has been temperately 
discussed, aud it was agreed to await official 
advices. Agitation of course continues in 
Ireland, ‘the P. & 0. are said to contem- 
platea weekly mail to China, ‘The French 
Assembly is still discussing the subject of 
taxation. 

‘fhe following ships have arrived during 
the fortnight :—Hongkng, s.s., Michael 
Angelo, Titania, London ; Annie Bragin- 
ton, Neweastie N. 8. W.; Guiding Star, 
Tames 8, Stone, Sydney ; Sarpedon, 8.8., Li- 
verpool ; Moneyeck, PugetSouna ; Lochbulig, 
Neweastle ; Italy, Newport ; Frances Hen- 
ty, Swan River; Varuna, Hamburg. 

And the following have sailed :—Laurel, 
New York ; Sarpedon, a.s., Loudon. 

‘Welegraphie communication between 
Hongkong aud Shangliai has bee inter- 
rupted since yesterday morning. 

On Wednesday night the North-China 
Brauch of the Royal Asiatic Society held 
one of its regular meetings. A paper by

considerable discussion, in which the Pre- 
sident, Dr. 8.

The proposition for the formation of a 
Meteorological Section of the Society, was 
recommended to the Council for adoption, 

A special meeting of shareholders in the 
Racket Club was held on Tuesday, to decide 
on disposal of the surplus funds at credit 
of the Club. It was resolved to create a 
Reserve Fund of ‘Tis. 500, and to redeem 
serip at market rates, to reduce the capital 
account. 

‘The past week has been ono of complete 
holiday, on account of the Chinese New 
Year festivities, and business has harCly 
yot been resumed. ‘The firing of crackers, 
however, is beginning to lull; and every 
thing will soon resume its ordinary course, 
The yreatest din occurred on Monday, and 
incessant yolleys of crackers were kept up 
during that nightand Tuesday morning. The 
explanation is that the native community, 
before resaming business, chin chin the 
god of sycee specially and vigorously, with 
‘@ view to a prosperous year,. 

‘The squaring of accounts which always 
takes place among Chineso at New Yoar 
time, has been accomplished with but few 
defaulters. ‘Ihe native population acknow- 
ledge thut the past yeur has been 4 pros- 
perous one for business generally, and 
specially because of the rice and cotton 
trade, rich crops of both of which they 
have now had during two successive years, 
Crops without a market, however, would 
simply have been embarrassing, or have 
Jed to a very homely and restricted 
prosperity; but through the improved 
facilities for transit, a vast number of peo- 
ple have been profitably employed, in 
connection with the trade, and a siill 
greater number incalculably benefited, in 
other districts, by having two prime necos- 
saries placed within their reach cheaply, in 
‘a time of scarcity, \ 

Another Yoss, that of the Chukiang, has 
been added to the Suwonada’s, aunounced: 
last weeks. ‘The Chubiaug left here on the 
4th, with rice, for Canton, and as nothing 
further was heard of her, after a lapse of 
eight or nine days, it was feared that she 
had come to grief. ‘The str, Sedan which 
arrived yesterday, confirms this appre- 
hension. ‘The Sedan reports that, at 7 
a. on the morning of Sunday, the 
Lith, Dott island being two miles N.W., 
she saw a junk with two ship's boats in 
tow, which, on nearer approach, were 
made out to be those of the Ohukiany. 
‘fhe junk also showed Messrs, Siemssen & 
Co.’s house-flay, but as there was a very 
high sea running the steamer could uot get 
close enough to hold communication. She, 
however, drew in as near the land as safety 
would permit, and sent a boat off:to the 
junk, which returned with Captain Hogg, 
who informed Captain Winter that his 
steamer was lost on the morning of the 6th 
on the south end of Lamyit island. Cap- 
tain Hogg stated that, after leaving Shang- 
hai, he had very thick and rough weather, 
and did uot sight land till the morning his 
vessel was wrecked, when Lamyit was sud- 
denly discovered. ‘Ihe steamer was very 
close to the island, and in the endeavour to 
get her clear of the land the wheel chain 
broke, when she drifted helplessly on to the 
rocks. ‘Chis occurred at ten o’clock’ in the 
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morning, and three hours after the steamer 
broke in two, near the foremast, andsank 
in 15 or 20 fathoms of water. ‘The boats 
had previously been got out, as there was no 
prospectof doing anything with the steamer, 
and the crew left her in them. The greater 
portion, with the Captain, made for Pinghae 
Bay, which they reached in safety, and 
where they chartered a junk to take them 
on to Amoy. Another boat, containing six 
men in charge of the second officer, was 
sent in the direction of the Haitan Straits, 
in the hope of falling in with’ assistance, 
and has not since been heard of, but it is 
probable that she also is safe. Captain 
‘Hogg returned to the junk, which the 
‘Sedan convoyed to the entrance to Amoy, 
resuming her voyage at 11 a.st, the same 
day. 

Fire broke out on Monday afternoon, 
in ® cookhouso in rear of a Chinaman’s 
premises ‘near the Mercantile Print- 
ing Office, Kiangse road. A quantity of fuel 
had been placed near the cooking stove, to 
dry ; and in the absence of the coolie caught 
fire, causing a formidable looking but brief 
conflagration. ‘Tho alarm was at onco 
given, but in a few minutes the people 
about had extinguished the fire, and the 
damage done proved to be almost nothing. 
‘Tho Fire Brigade turnéd out with the 
usual alacrity, but their services were for- 
tunately not required. 

A fire also broke out last night, in the 
dining-room of the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank ; but it was suppressed before it 
could gather headway. As in the case of 
the British Consulate, it is presumed that 
the imperfect construction of the fire-place 
had permitted the heat to perietrate to and 
char the beams, and that the strong wind 
last night fanned the smouldering wood 
into flame. be 

The “Chinese Recorder” for January 
opens with an interesting account of Mongol 
observances on Now Year's day. The writer 
chanced to be guest in Mongol house- 
hola on the occasion, and describes plea- 
santly the visiting, feasting and amuse- 
ments that are indulged in. A paper on 
the “Origin of the Missionary Troubles” 
attributes the excitement which has been 
got up on this score, to a fear that Mis- 
tionary residence in the interior would be 
made a plea for insisting on equal privi- 
leges for merchants. “Either all For- 
cigners would have to be admitted into the 
interior, or all must be equally restricted 
to the open ports.” ‘They were determined 
to oppose the first alternative, and set to 
work to establish the latter for the sake of 
consistency and to destroy an awkward 
precedent. Dr. Dudgeon contributes his 
ninth and last chapter on “Russian inter- 
course with, and the Greck Church in, Chi- 
na;” and Mr, Edkins continues to discuss 
the connexion of Chinese and Hebrew. 

Notwithstanding the dullness conse- 
quent on the Chinese New Year, a further 
itaprovement is quoted from Hankow in 
Plain cottons. Wovllens have been neg- 
lected. Opium is Tis. 5 lower. The tea 
Season has closed. 

By way of Peking, we have received 
Newcuwane letters to the 10th January. 
‘The weather had, so far, been milder than 











usual ; but'the river is frozen over, and 
the thermometer fell one night to 2 Faht. 
below Zero. Business was quiet. 8}-1b. 
Grey Shirtings were nominally Tis. 2. 
‘Malwa Tis. 490 @ 600. 

Li-hung-chang’s memorial, in the Peking 
Gazette of the 5th January, regarding the 
repair of the Canals near Trenrsix, is in- 
teresting and illustrative. A large eum is 
nominally allotted for these repairs ; but 
it seems that only one-fourth of this sum is 
actually appropriated to that purpose. 
‘The consequence is that the Canals are left 
to goto wreck. ‘The’summing up at the 
close is very characteristic of Li Hung- 
chang. He boldly attributes the lato des- 
tructive floods to the penny wise and 
pound foolish-system which the govern- 
ment has been pursuing of late years, Li 
never seems to minco matters, but says 
plainly what he has to say. The Gazette of 
the 9th January however contains an edict 
that contrasts strangely with the above. In 
the former, Li boldly attributes the floods 
in Chihli to the diversion of the sum 
nominally allotted to repair the Canal. 
Now, he has begged the Emperor to bestow 
a tablet on the River God, whom all the 
Tientsin mandarins were so busily wor- 
shipping last autumn, under the guise of a 
snake. We can only infer that the one 
memorial was an expression of Li’s com- 
mon sense conviction ; and that the other 
is intended as a sop to popular supersti- 
tion. ‘The Emperor of course accedes. 
He is always ready enough to give tablets. 
“During the summer and autumn of last 
year there was such a heavy fall of rain 
that the rivers and canals about Tientsin 
rose to an unusual height ; but, through the 
gracious interposition of the River God, 
the weather cleared up and the waters 
gradually decreased. This is a mercy 
which vxils for the deepest gratitude, and 
the Hanlin College must prepare a suitable 
tablet and send it to Li Hung-chang, to be 
reverently placed in the Ta-wang’s temple 
at Tientsin, in acknowledgment of divine 
favour.” There is nothing like expressing 
gratitude beforehand, in order to secure 
goodwill ; otherwise the Emperor might as 
well have waited till the great merey he 
speaks of was actually accomplished. The 
water has not drained off, yet. 


Tho Friend of India says Viscount De 
San Januario, ex-Governor-General of Por- 
tuguese India, has accepted the appoint- 
ment of Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
Portuguese Government at the Court of 
Pexzyc, and will leave Goa for China to 
take up his new office, about the middle of 
the month. We presume therefore that 
negociations are to be resumed, with a view 
to place ‘Portuguese relations with China 
on a definite treaty footing. 

‘A rifle match between six representa- 
tives from each of H. M.’s ships Syleia 
and Thistle and a Kone team, came off on 
the 2nd. The ranges were 150, 200 and 
300 yds., five shots at each, and the result 
230 points for Kobé, against 213 for the 
Sylvia and 176 for the Thistle. The highest 
score, 47, was made by Mr. Sim, of the 
‘Kobé six, who, at the last moment, was 
put in as a substitute, when 32 points 
depended on his rifle. At 300 yds., this 





gentleman scored 3 bulls and 2 centres. 
A carpenter named H. J. Frey, well known 
at Yokohama and Hiogo since his arrival 
at the former settlement in 1858, com- 
mitted suicide on the 2nd inst., by shoot- 
ing himself in the heart with a revolver. 
Misfortunes in business are believed to be 
the reason. ‘The News complains of irre- 
gularities in the new Post-office. 

‘The Nacasaxt Gazette has it that 20 twin 
screw gunboats have been ordered to be 
built on the Thames for the Japanese Go- 
vernment, for service in these waters. Two 
expeditions had started for Spex Straits, 
with the view of looking after the wreck of 
the Hawaiian bark Mouna Loa, One has 
returned, reporting that the Mouna Loa is 
onrocky bottom, that the masts have been 
cut away, and that the tide ebbs and flows 
inher. We quote from the Gazette the 
state of the live stock market. ‘The 
rage for live stock has completely 
subsided, leaving a great variety on 
hand, Geese, ducks, etc. are dying in 
quantities daily, while on the streets and 
in compounds, newly born lambs are frisk- 
ing about as if delighted with the state of 
things. The buftalos imported have not 
been at all noticed by the natives ; bar- 
gain money has been paid on a few, but no 
signs of delivery taking have as yet been 
manifested.” 

‘We aro glad to learn that the new mea- 
sures forsuppressing gamblingin Honaxone 
are working well. Some idea of the extent 
of the evil, previously, may be gathered 
from the fact that the last “Farmer” 
cleared $28,000 during the yearhe held the 
license, A précis of news will be found on 
another page. 

A Summary of Canton Nows is also 
given under the usual heading. A mect- 
ing'of Land Renter’s, and of subscribers 
to the Medical Mission Hospital has been 
held ; and a public tiffin has been given to 
H. M. Consul Mr. Hughes prior to his 
departure for Hankow. 

We give, elsewhere, a detailed account of 
the outbreak in Mawsia ; and of its suppres- 
ion. The insurgents seem to have been na- 
tive marines and artillerymen. It had been 
intended that a simultaneous rising should 
ocour at Cavite and Manila, but in conse- 
quenceofsomeanonymous warning, theGov- 
emnor replaced the native guards by Spanish 
troops in the capital, and so warded off 
that danger. No clear reason is given for 
the revolt, which is variously said to havo 
been prompted by hatred of the Chinese, 
and by a design to exterminate the whites. 
‘We shall hear more by-and-by, we presume. 
One thing is clear, that the movement was 
promptly and severely crushed. A cor- 
respondent of the Daily Press writes:—One 
bad sign is that several Priests are mixed 
up in the affair, but the Governor is not 
the man to be over-ruled by Priests or any- 
one else. One of them went to him on 
‘Tuesday, asking him to spare the prisoners 
who had been broughtin. His auswer was: 
“I know my business; you go and attend 
to yours. Ishall shoot therebels; you can 
pray for their souls.” ‘The Advertiser says : 
“Strangely enough the news of the rising 
‘at Cavite is followed by that of a riot at 
Havana,” but it gives no particulars nor 
have we seen any. 
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Editorial Selections. 


LORD GRANVILLE ON THE “s1SSIONARY 
crcuLaR.”” 
‘Tur prevalent impression for some time, 
in China, has been that very little was to 
be hoped for from the present Govern- 
ment, and that British interests in this 
country were to be left to take care of 
themselves. The Ministers, it was felt, 
have had subjects of absorbing im- 
portance to occupy them, and there 
was a conviction growing that the Mid- 
dle Kingdom would have to be post- 
pontd to Army Reform, and Education 
Bills, and Conscience Clauses, and all the 
host of subjects in which the national 
sympathies are enlisted. Anyone who 
has tried, during a trip home, to awaken 
a spark of attention, when he broached 
‘China question, must be convinced of 
the absolute hopelessness of the attempt, 
and is at once enabled to understand 
why the rulers of the country are languid 
in their interest on the subject we think, 
naturally enough, to be second to none 
in importance. In plain words, China is 
not a topic on which any statesman can 
be enthusiastic. It is remote, and it is 
dull. With Sir Charles Dilke thunder- 
ing at the gates of Buckingham Palace. 
and Mr. Odger assailing the Lords, and 
the results of the Megara Commission 
eagerly waited for, and last not least the 
bulky and portentous shape of the Clai- 
mant dominating over everything and 
everybody, who can be expected to think 
of the interests of a few merchants who 
buy tea and silk in a distant quarter of 
the globe? Lord Lytton describes the 
Juxurious Roman shuddering as he named 
Great Britain, and in like manner the 
Club lounger of modern London may 








well be believed to shiver at the unin- | ; 


teresting topics connected with the 
land of malaria and mandarins, the 
opium traffic and the Maloo mixture. 
Above all, during the past weeks, it is 
difficult to conceive any theme attract- 
ing attention while the Heir Apparent to 
theThrone has been lingering between life 
and death. The illness of the Prince of 
‘Wales has been a topic of really absorb- 
ing interest. It has swallowed up the 
minor themes as the rods of Aaron 
swallowed up the rods of the Magicians. 
Who could think about the last aggres- 
sion of the Tsung-li Yamen, when the 
bulletins on the gates of the Man- 
sion house and of Marlborough house 
announced the perilous illness of the 
immediate heir of England? 

‘"Phese things being so with the rank 
and file of members of Parliament and 
with the general public, it is satisfactory 
to see that one man has really looked 
at the Chinese question ; and, though 
occupied more than any other man 
perhaps in the country with great 
affairs, has not forgotten the momen- | 
tous question in the Far East. We 
are not prepared to go at length 
into a critical examination of Lord Gran- 
yille's despatch, but we must express our 
hearty admiration for its spirit. The 
vexed and debated Missionary Question 
dragged its slow length along without 
anything like a definite outspoken de- 
claration of policy, all through the weary 
years that Sir Rutherford Alcock was 
at Pking. ‘There is little doubt that it 
never would have been settled by the 
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present representative of H. B. M’s 
Government at the Northern Capital ; 
but Lord Granville has seen the 
importance of at once interfering, before 
the demands of the Mandarinate be- 
came intolerable ; and has temperately 
and firmly declared his intention of 
maintaining the principles Iaid down in 
the treaty of Tientsin. He distinctly se- 
parates the case of the British Protestant 
‘Missionary from that of the French Propa- 
gandist, and he in nowise insists on special 
privileges for the minister of religion ; but 
yet he claims all that reasonable people 
can want. The minor “ itions ” 
about orphanages or the division of the 
sexes in places of worship are treated 
with commendable brevity ; but there is 
no mistake about the last sentence of the 
letter, Her Majesty’s Government must 
decline to supplement the existing 
by regulations which, although 
only intended to deal with « particular 
class of British subjects, would un- 
doubtedly subject the whole British com- 
munity in China to a constant inter- 
ference in their intercourse with the 
native population.” Last year, if we 
recollect rightly, Lord Granville declared 
that England “would support her colonies 
with her last man, her last ship, and her 
Jast shilling.” There is less vigour in this 
language, for a written despatch is of 
course less oratorical than a spoken 
address, but we believe that every word 
in the present document is meant, 











SLAVE TRADE. 
‘Tue determination of the British Go- 
vernment to put an end to the slave 
trade which, within the last few years, 
has sprang up amongst the South Sea 
islands, will be received with satis- 
ht thinking men. It 
ate fact that even the 
highest culture has not been effective 
in itself in blotting out this vice of 
humanity; bat as there are thieves 
and murderers in our midst, so on our 
outskirts we have kiduappers and slave 
dealers, Although carried on in spots 
little likely to be visited by civilised 
men, the veil is now and then lifted 
up from off these doings in the South 
Seas. But it is when events such 
as the murder of Bishop Patterson 
occur, that we can seo in their full- 
ness the results of such a system. 
‘The worst of it is that, in such a case, 
it is almost certain that the guilty 
escape, while the punishment really 
deserved by miscreants who disgrace 
the name of bamanity, falls upon 
the innocent or the friendly. ‘The 
fate of the Portuguese settlements in 
India, Barmah and Malacca affords 
an instance of how! sach conduct may 
ruin the prestige of a nation.’ The un- 
controlled adventurers who carried on 
an internecine war in Arracan or 
‘Monlmein first brought disgrace, on 
their pretended civilisation, and finally 
destruction on themselves. Hnd Por- 
tugal in those days kept her own sub- 
jects under control, she would not so 
effectively have lost the command of the 
Indian seas. What, however, is being 
carried on by a few adventurers in the 
Sonth Seas, is on a large scale and 
close to a British colony being carried 
on aloug the south coast of China. 
Happily Great Britain has carefully 
abstaiued from any act which might 

















be made use of to show her complicity 
‘in the traffic; and to the credit of her 
subjects in these waters be it added, 
they have not only kept aloof from any 
participation, but have constantly pro- 
tested ngainst what, under the name of 
emigration, is little better than a slave 
trade. The South Sea island slave trade 
can hardly show worseatrocities than the 
Macao coolie traffic ; such scenes as that 
on board the Ugarte Dolores are happily 
still absent, and as stringent measures 
are to be taken for the suppression of 
the trade, will probably continue to be 
absent. Stringent measures have not 
however been taken one moment too 
soon, and it will probably take many 
years to undo the mischief effected 
within a comparatively short period.» 
How apt the immigration of less civi+ 
lised races is to degenerate into a more 
or less pronounced slave trade, the his- 
tory of our West Indian colonies will 
show. If in these, fenced about with just 
aud equitable laws, there are yet found 
means to deprive the immi it of his 
Tights and liberty, it needs small imagi- 
nation to foresee the inevitable results 
where there is no practical check. Now 
and then we hear of the condition of 
the coolie in the South American re- 
publics; but still the tide of emigration 
goes on, aud ship after ship is loaded 
to supply the place of those who have 
succumbed to the climate or ill-treat- 
ment. The conduct of the superior 
towards the inferior race is not a mat- 
ter of mere sentiment. Not only does 
ill-treatment degenerate the higher, but 
sooner ot later it brings its own revenge. 
No civilised race can make a perma 
nent impression on uncivilised: tribes, 
unless it treats them with justness and 
equity. It may, ina few cases, succeed 
in exterminating them, but as a gene- 
ral rule its own decadence is the 
consequence. Witness the Spanish 
ani Portuguese settlements, in Asia 
and America, and compare tNeir evan- 
escence with those of the Romans in the 
aucient world and the Anglo-Saxon i 
the modern. \ 


























DE QUINCEY ON CHINA. 
opinion of many competent 
mh 


Inthe 
critics, Thomas de Quincey ranks 
amongst the foremost of Englikh prose 
writers, His style is constantly held up 
us @ model. His learning was vast, and 
his. general power of mind is proved by 
the number of questions he discussed 
with energy and insight. His love 
of dazzling paradoxes often misled hin, 
but few men equalled him in Incid 
statement, in subtle argument and in 
impassioned but not turgid bursts of 
eloquence. Admitting all this, however, 
we are struck with the fact that De 
Quincoy’s treatment of a political ques- 
tion is strangely different from the treat- 
ment which topics of high national im- 
portance receive now, from journalists 
and pamphleteers ; and we confess that, 
in oar judgment, great as the English 
Opium-eater was in the main, we are 
gainers by the change, There is probably 
nota man on the staff of the Times or the 
Pall Mall Gazette who could write the 
“Glory of Motion,” or “The Cxsats,” 
or the paper on “ Marder considered 
as one of the fine Arts;” but neither 
wonld any of these publicists venture 
to uso the language De Quincey eu 
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ploys in his pamphlet on the old China 
question; and we ought to be very 
thankful that they would hesitaie to do 
so, As it is likely that this publication 
is not very freshly remembered, we 
will cite from ita few passages. It is 
not easy to find, anywhere else, a 
richer variety of florid vituperation. 
To take instances: “ the infamous po- 
licy ofour Cantonese enemies” —“thein- 
digenous murderer of Canton” —* What 
can these horrid savages (the Chinese) 
want with mathematics?” “Yeh and 
the literati (as we absurdly call the 
poisoning knaves) of Canton,” “ the 
murdering ruffians of Canton,” “the 
Chinese is a vatural connoisseur in 
cowardice,” “the wicked city of Canton 
and the wicked Emperor,” “ this odious 
people,” “the ridiculous claims of 
this savage court,” etc, etc. Now 
we are always ready to point out 
the Iapses and defects of the Chinese ; 
but could any writer in these days 
venture on expressions similar to 
those that we find used by the great 
master of English prose ? 

‘The pamphlet is, however, in spite of 
these defects, well worth readiug. It is 
a defency of a bold aud energetic poli- 
cy, and the argaments and illustrations 
are always telling. When we tarn over 
the leaves, however, we are struck with 
the changes that titne makes in men’s 
characters, It is curious to find Sir 
Ratherford Alcock described as “a 
man of unrivalled energy and resolu- 
tion,” and a few pages later as “ the 
most resolute, vigilam, and pradent of 
public officers ;” but it is stranger yet 
to see the honoured name of Lord Pal- 
morston associated, even- fora moment, 
with the waiving of just claims. There 
are, of course, some odd blanders aboat 
China, as for instance where a Ta-oo- 
) is compared to an English 
Sheriff. Still, while recurring to this al- 
most forgotten treatise, to illustr: 
improvement in our style on the side of 
increased moderation, wé may deplore 
that a writer so vigorous as De Quincey 
was not ready to take up his pen after 
the Tiontsin ‘massacre, to point out the 
lamentable error iu policy then commit 
ted, He would have had a far stronger 
case than he bad in 1857, and he would 
have been compelled by the altered spirit 
of the times to be more temperate in his 
diction. Mr. B 1 Osborne is licensed 
to appear as “a Professor of strong 
Innguage,” but polities are not now 
discussed generally as they were seveu- 
teen years ago. No writer of gravity 
would speak: of the “savage duucery ” 
of Chinese Mandarins, or call them, 
as they are called in the page before us, 
“children of hell.

‘We have before us the report of the work- 
ing of that useful body the Fire Commis- 
sion, from its constitution to September 
1871. Within that time the Commission 
received a total of Taels 11,595 and ex- 
pended Taels 15,476, exclusive of a sum of 
Taels 1,250 expended by the French 
Municipal Council on their own engines 
and hook and Indder truck. Di the 
two years 1870-71 twenty-seven fires ur 
alarms of fire occurred within the limits of 





the Settlemen ts, of which sixteen were in 
the four months December to March ; the 
three months June, August and September 
enjoying during that period a complete 
exemption, The Fire Commission, it may 
be stated, consists of the Chief-Engineer 
of the Shanghai Fire Department, of the 
Secretaries to the two Councils and of one 
non-oflicial member; it is charged with 
the administration, financial and executive, 
of the Fire Department, and is the medium 
of communication between the Department 
and the Councils. The Department thus 
administered consists of two Hook and 
Ladder Companies, of a Salvage Corps and 
of seven Engine Companies, in all ten Com- 
panies. Their organisation and equipment 
has to be kept up, and expenses incurred 
for salaries and repairs, as well as all in- 
cidental matters occurring, have to be met 
from the Funds of the Commission. It 
will thus be seen of hoir great importance 
it is that the Commission should be efi 
ciently administered. Besides this, it is 
necessary to exercise a considerable amount 
of tact in the supervision of the Fire De- 
partment. ‘The members of the Companies 
are volunteers, and are exposed to all the 
vicissitudes to which volunteer companies 
aro liable. It reflects equal credit 
on both parties, the Commission and 
the Department, that they have worked 
together in such perfect harmony. Of 
expenditure incurred by the 
n during the two years under 
review, a large portion may be called ex- 
coptional. The purchase of a new hook 
and ladder trek, and the erection of the 
signal and bell tower on the Municipal 
premises in the Luglish Settlement, ab- 
sorbed some Taels 3,200. Other special 
expenses were the connection of the various 
engines with the electric fire-alarms. For 
the present year, the estimated expenditure 
is reduced to a little over Tacls 6,000, 0 
cheap rate for the protection afforded by 
the organisation. Only once during the 
time in question, was the efficiency of this 
organisation called in question, namely 
after the disastrous fire at H. B. M. Con- 
sulate ; but those who were best acquainted 
with the matter agreed that accidental and 
unforeseen circumstances, rather than any 
want of zeal or efficiency, rendered that 
catastrophe so destructive. The list of 
fires occurring shows how few resulted in 
total loss, and.even of these none spread 
beyond the immediate circle where they 
had arisen. The alacrity with which the 
Fire Department turn out, was well exem- 
plified in two instances within the last 
month, when however its services were not 
called on, owing to the insignificant nature 
of the accident. Experience has taught 
us how rapidly an apparently insignificant 
outbreak of fire, may, in a settlement like 
Shanghai, become a serious conflagration ; 
and we are glad to notice the energies of 
the Department turned in this direction. 
‘The expenses of the Department are mainly 
horne by the two Councils, and the local 
Insurance Companies. All the Insurance 
Companies having Agents inShanghai have, 
however, subscribed more or less freely, | 
while the Chinese guilds have declared | 
their willingness to bear their share by a! 

















subscription not exceeding Taels 1,500 an- | 


nually. We notice likewise a subscription 
from the Taoutai of Tis. 200 for each six 
months. With regard to this latter, we 
have grave doubts as to its policy. Two 
hundred taels from the Taoutai is as good 
doubtless as two hundred taels collected 
elsewhere, but experience teaches us that 
donations from Chinese officials will be 
made up somehow ; and a plausible excuse 
for continually increasing imposts on natives 
within the Settlements is thus readily af- 
forded. We do not like to see the Taoutai’s 
myrmidons haunting the streets and ap- 
proaches to the Settlements ; yet, so long 
as we accept contributions from him to- 
wards merely local objects, we are affording 
the point @appui ourselves. Compared 
with the amount of the other contributions, 
that of the guilds seems to be ample ; if 
not let it be increased. Large Chinese 
householders would probably not object 
to subscribe to an organisation #0 beneficial 
to their own interests.

YOKOHAMA, 
There is very little news from Yokohama, 
‘The Mikado was present at a review of the 
native troops on the 24th ult, His Majesty 
appeared on horseback, and was attended 
by a large mounted staff. There were 
about 1,600 men, Infantry, 2 Squadrons of 
Cavalry, and 3 ‘Batteries of Artillery on 
the ground. A few foreigners were pre- 
sent, but no natives, with the exception 
of the Mikado’s staff. The Japan Gazette 
says the Government has taken it in hand 
to examine all the claims of foreigners on 
the old territorial princes, with a view to 
their being paid up. During the Tast few 
rears, the princes have become largely in- 
lebted to foreign houses, either for loans, 
ships or goods, against which they 
given as security the seal of their Han or 
province. Tho Government having de- 
rived them oftheir ol) postesions fot 
elf bound to see to the discharge of their 
just liabilities ; and an official notification 
as been issued, calling on all foreigners to 
send in an account of their demands before 
the 6th instant. ‘The new postal service is 
working daily between Yedo and Nagasaki. 
The distance, between 500 and 600 miles, is 
done in four days, and the rate of postage 
is very low, equal to about 14d. for a news- 
paper. The post has been sometimes robbed 
by the way, however. ‘The annual 
meeting of the Race Club has been held, 
when the financial state wes found to be 
satisfactory. Fine winter weather has been 
experienced, and skating had for several 
slays been enjoyed on the canal. Some 
local disturbances have again occurred, in 
consequence of the territorial changes, but 
have been quelled.

A meeting of Land-renters and residents 
on Shameen, was held on the 29th ultimo, 
‘The Municipal accounts showed a balance 
in hand of $336.98. The estimated expen- 
diture for 1872 is $2,950. This will be 
raised by a 3 per cent house tax, and an 
assessment of $30 per lot on land. ‘The 
thirty-third annual meeting of the Medical 
Missionary Society was held on the Sist. 
‘The accounts showed a balance in hand of 
$717, after an outlay during 1871, of $1,499. 
The ‘report says— “The operations of the 
Hospital and Dispensaries under the So- 
ciety’s patronage have been continued 
during the past year at Canton, Pok-lo and 
Fmoun; but owing to the disturbances 
connected with the “Shan-sin-fan” excite- 
ment, the Dispensaries at Shik-lung, Tung- 
ican and Ng-chau were suspended about the 
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middle of the year. The attendance of 

tients at the Hospital in Canton was much 
Rfininiahed ‘by the excitement, ond very 
few in-patients were received during the 
latter half of the year. The buildings in 
‘Tung-kum and Shiklung occupied by the 
Missionaries were destroyed by the mob, 
and there is little prospect at present of 
their being soon re-opened.” 

‘A correspondent of the China Mail writes 
concerning a complimentary tif. given 
by the British Community to Consul 

fughes and Mrs. Hughes, on the occasion 
of their departure from that port. ‘There 
were covers laid for over eighty, in the 
Library of the Shameen Club, and it may 
bbe said that all Canton and his wife were 

resent. The Committee (Messrs. Lind, 
mas, Gifford and Hutchison) had been 
very active, and everything was in eapital 
form ere the guests arrived and were re- 
ceived in the Hall. The tiffin was every- 
thing that could be desired, and was 
especially agreeable from the ‘presence of 
a number of ladies. Mr. A. Lind presided, 
and was supported by Messrs. Thomas and 
Gifford as croupiers. ‘The Chairman pro- 
posed the toast of the day, in a speech full 
of kindly feeling and good wishes ; and 
after this had been most warmly received, 
Mr, Hughes responded, thanking the com- 
munity for the great honor they had done 
to Mrs, Hughes and himsolf, and for the 
friendship and the cordial co-operation in 
official duty which he had always found in 
Canton. ‘The Prosperity of Canton ” was 
propoted by the Consul, and responded to 
3¥ Mr. Thomas, who said he had never 
lost his belief in the old port as a centre of 
commerce, oven when it suffered so much 
from the diversion of trade to the Yangtze. 
Its trade had increased fifty per cent. since 
1864, and was likely to go on and flourish 
atill ‘more ; and he hoped to see ere long 
telegraphic communication with Hongkong 
and steam traffic between Canton and Fat- 
shan. ‘The toast of the “ Ladies” was en- 
trusted to Mr. G. M. Smith, who coupled 
with it the name of Mrs. Hughes: and to 
this toast Mr. B. Brenan very happily re- 
plied. After Mr. Gepp had given the 
‘Foreign Consuls,” Baron von Carlowitz 
responded, and in ‘his turn gave the toast 
of prosperity to the ‘Foreign Customs.” 
Commissioner Bowra replied, remarking 
that he thought the foreign element in 
the Customs was now regarded as an 
institution calculated to render consider- 
able service to the interests of foreign 
trade, It was supposed to act as a sort 
of “buifer” between Chinese Toryism 
and impatient foreigners who expected 
China to become liberal in a life-time. 
The Customs employés he regarded as 
secular missionaries, whose duty it was 
to show the Chinese the way to adminis- 
trative honesty and fair dealing, and to 
bring foreign civilisation and progress. in 
contact with Chinese conservatism. Mr. 
Levysohn replied to the toast of “Our 
Guests ;” after which Mr. Sampson pro- 
posed the, health of heir old and ‘ried 
ond and experienced Consul, Mr. Ro- 
bertson, and the prosperity of the Consu- 
lar Service. To this tonst Mr. Ford replied 
in a few very happy remarks ; he was glad 
that the Consular Service was not regarded 
‘as a bore everywhere, in these days of re- 
gistration. ‘The tiffin party separated after 
one or two further complimentary toasts 
and allusions ; and a dance in the evening 
appears to have concluded one of the mer- 
riest days of merry-making Canton life. 

The disagreement between the native 
proprietor and the reverend manager ofthe 

jotton Yarn Mill, has assumed a serious 
aspect, and actions and cross-actions in the 
American Consular Courts are talked about. 
Té appears the working of the machinery 
has been stopped somewhat arbitrarily by 
the reverend manager, against which the 
native proprietors have protested. 

‘An extraordinary demand for rice from 
the interior has set in, which the native 
merchants have been’ shrewd enough to 














foresee, and are now making an honest 
penny ont of the trade. 

‘The Advertiser says the importation of rice 
into Canton at the present time is greater 
‘than has ever been known since the carrying 
trade on the coast passed into the hands 
of foreign shipowners. For the last two 
months, steamer after steamer has been ar- 
riving Inden with rice from the Yangtze, 
and during the last half-month scarcely a 
day has passed withont a fresh cargo being 
reported. The same paper says: it is 
understood that the high Authorities at 
Canton are at length taking measures for 
the opening of the port of Kiung Chow, 
in Hainan ; but we should not be astonished. 
to see obstruction put in the way, as the 
opening of this port will deprive the Hai- 
wan of a considerable portion of his re- 
venue, and give to Hongkong an oppor- 
tunity of slipping through the blockading 
stations. 

The China Mail quotes the following im- 
pudent case of personation: ‘A short'time 
ago. Northern man arrived and took up his 
residence in the Western suburbs. He 
represented himself to be a Mandarin of 
high rank who had been sent by the Licut.- 
Governor of Kwang-si to Canton to make 
purchases ; he went about the city in state, 
wearing the red. button, and the simple 
people therefore believed him to be really 
a Mandarin, and submitted to many acts of 
squeezing, at his hands. One day he had a 
man arrested and confined in his yamen on 
a charge of robbing his servant of a trunk 
containing several hundred tacls. He re- 
fused to release his prisoner unless a sum 
of 800 taels was paid to him. ‘The matter 
subsequently came to the knowledge of the 
‘Viceroy, who caused the false Mandarin to 
be arrested at once, and the swindler is 
now lying in the Prefect’s prison awaiting 
sentence.” 











HONGKONG. 

A meeting of members of the Club Lusi- 
tano was held on the Sistulto. ‘The losses 
having reached $4,811, and there being no 
prospect of improvement, a resolution was 
passed to close the Club. The new Club 
“Germania” was opened on the 2nd 
instant, when the members gave an exci 
lent performance in the theatre whi 
forms part of the building. The general 
fitting up of the Club is highly spoken of. 
‘A meeting of the Union Insurance Society 
was held on the 2nd instant, to discuss a 
change in the mode of dividing the profits. 
Tt was resolved that the profits shall in fu- 
ture be divided into three equal parts—one- 
third to be payable to shareholders gene- 
rally, by way of dividend ; the remaining 
two-thirds to be divided among contribu- 
ting shareholders, in proportion to the 
business contributed. A meeting of the 
China Traders’ Insurance Company was 
held on the same day, for the purpose of 
considering a similar’ alteration. It was 
resolved, in future, to divitle one-third of 
the profits as a dividend, and to distribute 
the remaining two-thirds to contributors, 
whether shareholders or not. A meeting 
of the Hotel Company was also held on 
the 2nd. The ‘accounts showed a reduc- 
tion in the debt, during the year of 
$8,281. The loan now amounts to $93,631. 
‘A ‘meeting of members of the Athletic 
Club was held on the 3rd, when it was de- 
cided to hold the usual sports during the 
first week in March. What has become of 
the “usual” Shanghai sports? The Gazette 
contains the returns of the Stamp Revenue 
for January, 1872, which amounts to 
$10,737, and shows an increase on the 
same period of 1871 of $1,049.54. 
The same number contains a list of pro- 
bates and administrations granted in the 
Colony during the past year. The China 
Mail remarks that “the calendar is arecord 
which sheds some light upon the position 
of this Colony as a safe locality for the in- 
vestment of native capital. One glance at 
the list referred to will at once show what 











we mean, Of the fifty-four names given, 
just one half are Chinese, and nine of these 
died at Canton or other places on the 
Chinese mainland. ‘These latter persons, 
though they evidently prefer to die in 
China proper and be buried with their 
fathers, appear to have so arranged that 
their worldly goods should be disposed of 
and cared for by the honest and faithful 
servants of the Hongkong Government, 
instead of by the rapacious and overreach- 
ing mandarins of their own nationality. 
is clearly the cas, as itis proved by 
the fact that no less a sum than $350,500 
is given as the aggregate value of effects ap- 
praised belonging to those wealthy Chinese 
who have died ont of the Colony. ‘There 
are other foreigners who have shared in the 
same security ; but it is particularly strik- 
ing in the case of the Chinese, and points 
to at least one cogent reason why Hong- 
kong should continue to occupy the position 
it now holds commercially and politically. 
While the Island stands on the outskirts 
of the Empire, it has already become a 
very desirable ‘safe resting-placo, if not a 
necessity, fora very large and’ wealthy 
class of ‘natives. We trust it may long 
remain 80.” 














THE REVOLT IN MANILA, 
Between 9 and 10 o'clock of the night of 
the 20th January, the native troops garri- 
soning Fort St. Philip rose on their officers 
and murdered them. This fort protects 
the dockyard and arsenal of Cavite, and 
at the time was garrisoned by about 300 
Artillery and a few Marines. The guard 
began the mutiny by cutting down aud 
killing on the spot their officer, a lieutenant 
of Artillery, and immediately afterwards 
the other soldiers in the fort rose en masse 
and shot or out down all their officers, 
‘The Commandant, a Major, was killed and 
his wife dangerously wounded in protecting 
her husband's body ; a native nurse, who 
tried to save her mistress was also killed, 
‘The rest of the garrison in Cavite was the 
7th Reg. ef Infantry, and they evidently 
had been tampered with, for they rushed 
to the parade with their arms ; but the 
firm and judicious action of their Colonel 
‘and Officers prevented them from joi 
the Artillery and Marines, who 
full possession of St. Philip. The Colonel 
addressing the men, said that if they wished 
of course they could shoot him and 
oficers, but that they would surely be all 
punished with death, and that it was far 
to come with him and put down the 
Artillery, as by so doing they would gain 
promotion and distinction, He then ordered 
them to move off by companies ; but 
when the officer in command of the Ist 
company ordered his men to move, a mur~ 
mur was heard, “You are no longer our 
officer, we are’ all as good as you:” he 
promptly said, “Who is the man that dares 
refuse to obey my orders? let me see his 
face.” Two men moved out of the ranks 
and were instantly shot through the head 
‘by this officer, who, like all Spanish offi- 
cers, was armed with a revolver. ‘The 7th 
Regt. then remained firm. ‘The Artillery 
in the fort tried to get to the barracks of 
the 7th Regt., but were unable to pass a 
ard house in which was posted an Indian 
corporal and ten men; these were both 
loyal and brave, for, rushing out bayonet 
in hand, they threw themselves across the 
road and there withstood the attack of the 
mutineers, ton times their number. 

The latter rushed through the stree 
cutting down all Europeans and inerensing 
the number of the murdered to 29, 
which, by some account, 13 were civilians 
and 16 were officers. Cavite is situated on 
the E. side of Manila Bay, and is 8 miles 
from the city by water and 13 by land. 
The Fort St. Philip commands the harbor 
of Cavite, and the insurgents had possession 
of the guns of the fort, from which they 
































fired on the ships, nenry sinking one sm 
gunboat, a round shot striking her at the 
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water line. Communication with Manila 
by water was thus cut off. An officer vo- 
Inntecred to go there by land: he was 
accompanied by a baker from the town of 
Cavite, and when 3 miles on his way he vas 
attacked by men thought to be Marines: 
the. baker was killed, and the officer hav- 
ing discharged his revolver several times 
without effect and being now shot through 
three times, fell to the ground and feigned 
to be dead: his head was eut open by a 
blow from the butt of a musket, but he is 
in a faiv way to recovery, having been 
brought back by his native servant 11 hours 
after he left Cavite. 

‘Tt appears that the Captain General had, 
by some anonymous letter, been warned 
that an attempt would be made in Manila 
on the Fort there on Sunday, the 21st, and 
without any knowledge of the affair at Ca- 
vite he changed all the guards, putting 
Spanish sontries on all important posts. 
The ded Regt, of Infantry was the only 
one that made any move, and during the 
night of the 20th, they came armed from 
their rooms, one by one, and were quietly 
svcured by the guacd 1. the number of be- 
tween 30 and 40, when the rest beeame 
alarmed and did ’i.:, move. On Sunday 
news came by wate, from Cavite of what 
was going on, and t's 3rd Regiment was 
sent by the Bay stuanier to Cavite, and 
there, joining wits the 7th, which up to 
this did not shew iruch desire to attack 
the insurgents, nonced an attack on 
the Fort which’ was ot successful until the 
next day, when ha: ing riddled with shot 
from some field pizces the guard-houso 
where the unfortuns'e artillery’ lieutenant 
was killed, and ining taken in reverse 
that part of the Fost by blowing down a 
portion of the Ars} wall and there get- 
ting a field piece it..o position, the assault 
was made, One «1 vie mutineers rushed out 
with a white fag aad asked for quarter, 
he Srd anit th ceased firing, but wore 
ered to yo on by tiveir officers, and the 
man with the white flag was shot. An on- 
troneo gate beneath the giard:house had 
boon opene:! by tho man, and through it 
the infant.y rushod in,’ and gaining the 
mastery, pt to the sword every one inside. 

"hi *:2e8 were chased from building 
and were found hidden under- 
neath lots aud among the rafters of the 
houses, from which places they were 
dragged ‘o be bayonettod, Three of them 
took ‘refuge in a boiler that was under re- 
pair; iy were shot No prisoners 
wore twken, Ali resistance being over, the 
nunber of dead. were found to be about 
100 ; 0 are supposed to have heen killed 
by the shot from outside and 60 after the 
assault. Very few of the atlacking troops 
were injured, uot more than 10, one of 
Whom was a naval officer, who, leading on 
2, osealading party, went up the ladder 
when fixed and, not being followed by his 
daen, refused ty retreat and was shot as he 
stood on the top of the wall. 

During Sunday night the mutineers at- 
tempted to escape from the fort by water; 
thoy were fired on by the infantry, but 
some 200 got out, of whom 80 were taken 
noxt day ; the others have escaped into the 
Woods. Of course many -arrests have fol- 
lowed, and by the 25th the prison was full. 
Several Spaniards are among the prisoners 
and many Mestizos. A lawyer of Manila 
and a priest of a village close to Cavite are 
amongst them. By the 26th, 39 of the 80 
soldiers who were taken at Cavite had 
been tried by Court-martial and 36 were 
condemned to death, 3 being acquitted ; 23 
of the condemned had their sentence com- 
muted to imprisonment for life. and on 
the morning of the 27th the 13. others 
were shot, 9'on the Caleady at Manila and 
4 at Cavite ‘The troops in garrison at] 

fanila, with the exception of the neces- 
sary guards, were paraded ; they num- 
bered about 1600 men, and as the Manila 
garrison is between 3 and 4000, many were 
therefore either detached at Cavite or in 
the forts at Manila. The Captain General 
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having arrived, the prisoners, bound arm 
to arm and closely guarded, were marched 
to the ground, the drum beating a melan- 
choly dirge ; they were placed on their 
knees in front of a musketry butt, and the 
‘Town Major having gone round the troops 
roclaiming “ Live the King! He whonow 
lifts up his voice to ask for pardon for these 
‘condemned does so at the cost of his life” 
—the firing party (50 men of the Artillery) 
marched up, were halted 6 paces from the 
prisoners and fired into them. ‘This was 
badly managed, as no reserve was at hand, 
and one being still alive an orderly was de- 
spatched 100 yards off for two men, who 
coming up fired into the wretch so near to. 
him that the powder set his clothes on fire. 
Even then he was not dead, and an officer 
handed his revolver toa sergeant, who shot 
him through the head, Eight of the nine 
wero Artillerymen—the other a Marine, 
about 6 feet 3 in. high. 
A brigand named Toluban was to have 
jined the movement, and had collected. it 
is said 1,000'men ; but when he came close 
to Cavite he found that the loyal troops 
surrounded it, so he went back to the 
woods. 

‘The outbreak would without doubt have 
been much more serious, had not those at 
Cavite precipitated matters by breaking 
out on the 20th and not on the 2ist. From 
papers discovered in the houses of some of 
the accused in Manila, the troops in the 
citadel of that city were to be the first to 
rise, and they were to fire two guns as sig- 
nals to Cavite. ‘The 20th was one of the 
numerous fiestas held in Manila, where 
each separate quarter of the city has its 
own patron saint, whose day is kept with 
much noise and’ fireworks, and on this oc- 
casion two showers of rockets were dis- 
charged from a kind of mortar with a loud 
report. Some of the prisoners from Cavite 
state they mistook these for the signal 
guns. 

‘A printing press has been seized in one 
house ; and a proclamation in Tegalao, the 
Indian language, calling on them to rise, 
has also been found.—China Mail,

(2) Li Bung-chang, ina Iong memorial 
to the Throne, points out the insufficiency 
of the sum allowed for the repairs of the 
Southern Canal. Thongh this canal is over 
700 Li in length, while the Northern is only 
400, yet less money is granted for its re- 
pair. The nominal allowance for the an- 
nual repairs of the Northern Canal is 
19,000 taels, and for incidental repairs 
17,000 ; the allowance for the yearly 
repairs.of the Southern Canal is only 15,000 
and for incidental repairs 6,000. In the 
4th year of the reign Hsien-féng, the 
Board of Works reduced these sums to 
‘one-fourth, paying only 256 to the 1,000. 
‘Subsequently the Throne waz memorialized 
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to allow 50 per cent of the original grant 
for the Yung-ting river and 40 per cent 
for She Noctsee Canal. The cecal 
now that 40 per cent of original 
graut of 21,000 taels may also be allowed 
for the Scuthern Canal, Less than this 
is really not sufficient to keep it in proper 
repair. Since the Yellow River has flowed 
in its present northern channel, the canal 
has suffered from the large body of water 
flowing into it, much more than the 
Northern Canal; yet twice as much is 
allowed for the repairs of the latter. The 
late floods have done so much dam: 
that it is imperatively necessary that the 
canals should be put in order, otherwise 
the transport service will be seriously 
interfered with and much life and property 
imperilled. The floods last year were 
caused by the silting of the canals and the 
dilapidated state of the embankments. 
‘The reason why the canals were in this 
condition is, that for the last 20 years the 
grant for repairs has been so small, that 
no officials have been specially employed 
to take care of them, and who is to blame 
for failing to do what he had not the 
means of doing? This is a penny wise and 
pound foolish economy, as the past year’s 
misfortunes show. ‘The memorialist there 
fore begs that 40 per cent of the original 
allowance of 21,000 taels may be appro 
printed annnally to the repaire of the 
Southern Canal.

‘6th—Yang Chung-ya, criminal judge of 
Kansuh, reports his arrival at his post.

He has now to report a fur- 
ther gift of 5,000 garments from the same 
person, and ‘also a lot of agricultural im- 
plements valued at 10,000 taels. The me- 
morialist has also received a despatch from 
the Commissioner of Salt transport, inclos- 
ing a communication from a salt merchant 
named Yang Chun-yaen, stating that he 
erected a shed last August on the city wall 
at Tientsin for the accommodation of a lot 
of refugees, whom he daily supplied with 
food for three months at a cost of more than 
5,000 taels. He is now giving two meals a 
day to over 2,500 persons, which will cost 
him during the next five months more than 
6,000 tacls. The hospit and kitch 
outside of the west gate will also necessi 
tate an outlay on his part of 8,000 taels over 
and above what other persons have contri- 
buted. Put together these sums will make 
about 20,000 taels.

SHE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 





We subjoin the passages, from General 
Grant’s late message to Congress, which 
have reference to China, Corea and Japan. 

“ With Japan we continue to maintain 
intimate relations. The cabinet of the 
Mikado has, since the close of the last 
session of Congress, selected citizens of 
the United States to serve in offices of im 
portance in several departments of govern- 
ment. Ihave reason to think that this 
selection is due to an appreciation of the 
disinterestedness of the policy which the 
United States pursued toward Japan. It 
is our desire to continue to maintain this 
disinterested and just policy with China 
as well as Japan. The correspondence 
transmitted herewith shows that there is 
no disposition on the part of this Govern- 
ment to swerve from its established course. 

‘Prompted by a desire to put an end to 
the barbarous treatment of our shipwrecked 
sailors on the Corean const, I instructed 
our minister at Peking to endeavor to con- 
clude a convention with Corea for securin; 
the safety and humane treatment of ‘sucl 
mariners. 

‘Admiral Rodgers was instructed to ac- 
company him, with a sufficient force to 
protect him in case of need. 

A small surveying party sent out, on 
reaching the coast, was treacherously at- 
tacked at a disadvantage. Ample oppor- 
tunity was given for explanation and 
apology for the insult. Neither came. 
force was then landed. After an arduous 
march over a rugged and dificult country, 
the forts from which the outrages had been. 
committed were reduced by a gallant as- 
sault and destroyed. Having thus pun- 
ished the criminals, and having vindi- 
cated the honor of the flag, the expedi- 
tion returned, finding it impracticable 
under the circumstances, to conclude the 
desired convention. [ respectfully refer to 
the correspondence relating thereto, here- 
with submitted, and leave the subject for 
such action as Congress may see fit to 
take.

efficiency of our diplomatic relations wi 
Japan and China, and to further aid in re-

THE MUTINY AT CAVITE, 

The following official announcement con- 
cerning the above event,‘ appears in the 
‘Manila papers : 





Manila, 22nd Jan., 1872. 
Souprers ap Sators.—During the 
night of the 20th instant, some individuals 
of the Battalion of Marine Infant 
charge of the Arsenal of Cavite, uniting 
with the small detachment of Artillerymen 
in charge of the Fort of St. Philip, and 
some Sailors—whose combined strength 
barely reached two hundred men—relying 
on the strength of their positions, gave the 
cry of rebellion against Spain, assassinated 
the Commandant of the Fort, wounded 
his wife, and killed several unprotected 





officers. 

The flag of the rebels did not fly over 
that fort more than the preciso time neces- 
sary for organizing the columns of attack, 
which, commanded by the brave General 
Espinal, Lieut.-Governor of these Islands, 
and efficiently aided by the Naval forces 
under the command of Capt. Manuel Car- 
ballo, acting Admiral of the station, with 
heroic valor took the fort by assuult this 
morning at six o'clock, bayonetting every 
insurgent found defending it, 

In the short time that this severe combat 
lasted, you have given me another proof of 

our valor, of your discipline, and of your 
love for Spain. Iam highly satisfied with 
you, and in the name of the King and of 
the Spanish nation, I thank you,

We have telegrams to 12th Februa:y ; our 
commercial minds have been disturbed by repetitions of anxiety relative to the “ Alabama” claims ; the latest newa of above date, speal” ‘u::te 
favourably, and the chance of war between England and America seems remote. ‘The London d: China Express notices that the steamers Lovie and 
‘Athol, from China, with tea cargoes, had, like the Menelaus, taken Pilgrims from Singapore to Jedda. Having perused a letter written by a 
passenger per the Menelaus, we should think that, both for shippers and passengers, the sooner this sort of intermediate traffic was abandoned 
the better. Apart from the delay and loss of time, the nuisances scem to have been unbearable, and the probability of disease imminent, 
‘The steamer Chukiang which left here on the 4th for Hongkong with rice, became a total wreck on Lamyit Island on the 6th. 
‘The Piece Goods market is specially referred to below, but there is little to report, Some look for an active spring trade and higher rates ;

The apparatus is 
Dioptric, of the First Order, showing, all 
round the horizon, a Fixed’ White Light 
varied by Flashes at intervals of half 
minute. The centre of the Light is 227 
feet above water, and in clear weather 
it will be visible 22 nautical miles. Th 
Lighthouse is 63 feet in height from base 
tovane. Tie Tower is painted black, with 
the exception of the parapet, and window 
facings, which aro of granite unpainted. 
The lightkceper’s dwelling and surrounding 
wall are painted white. The Lighthouse 


is situated in Lat. 24° 10’ 18°N. and Long. 
118° 13’ 30” E.
